WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, 
MARCH 5, 1906. 


CoMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


Worcester, ss. 
To either constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting : 

In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
town, qualified by law to vote in elections and in town affairs, 
to meet at the Town Hall, on Monday, the fifth day of March 
next, punctually at 9 o’clock in the forenoon, (the polls may 
be closed at one o’clock in the afternoon on said day of meet- 
ing), to act upon the following articles, namely :— 

Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. The following officers to be voted for: Town 
clerk, treasurer, collector, auditor, selectmen, one road com- 
missioner for three years, overseers of poor, board of health, 
fence viewers, one assessor to serve three years, one member 
of the school committee to serve for three years, five con- 
stables, one trustee of public library to serve three years, one 
park commissioner to serve three years, one tree warden to 
serve for one year; and a surveyor of lumber for one year; 
also to bring in their ballots, “Yes” or “No” in answer to 
the question: ‘‘Shall licenses be granted in this town for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors ?”’ 

Article 8. To hear and act upon the report of the select- 
men, overseers of the poor, school committee, engineers of the 
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fire department, and any other officers and committees of 
said town. 


Article 4. Toraise such sum or sums of money as may 
be deemed necessary to defray town charges for the year en- 
suing, and appropriate the same. 


Article 5. To see if the town will instruct the treasurer 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, the same to be paid 
from the taxes of 1906. 


Article 6. To see if the town will appropriate fifty dol- 
lars toward defraying the expense of Memorial day. 


Article 7. To see if any discount will be allowed on 
taxes paid on or before the first ef September, or take any ac- 
tion in relation to the same. 


Article 8. To see what disposition the town will make 
of money refunded from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 9. To see what compensation the town will al- 
low the collector of taxes for his services. 


Article 10. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the 
town. 


Article 11. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500.00 for supplying water and taking care of 
fountain and grounds presented by Mrs. Susan Preston Dra- 
per, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 12. To see if the town will authorize the loca- 
tion of fire alarm boxes in the southerly part of the town, 
raise and appropriate any money therefor, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 


Article 13. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to locate electric lights on South Main street, raise and 
appropriate any money therefor, or take any action in rela- 
tion thereto. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to place.a hy- 
drant at the corner of Freedom and Prospect streets, raise 
and appropriate any money for the same, or take any action 
in relation thereto.

Article 15. To see if the town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $1,000 for repairs on the Town House, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 

Article 16. To see if the town will authorize the treas. 
urer to refund money collected under Chapter 403 of the Acts 
of 1904, which Act has been declared unconstitutional, appro- 
priate money therefor, or take any action in relation thereto. 

And you are hereby directed to serve this warrant by 
posting up attested copies thereof in at least four public 
places in said town, seven days at least before the time set for 
said meeting.

TOWN MEETING, MARCH 65, 1906. 
Pursuant to warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in 
town affairs, met at Town Hall, and punctually at nine o’clock 
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were called to order by the clerk of said town, who read the 
warrant, and under 

Article 1. Mr. Ff. J. Dutcher was chosen moderator with 
the use of the check list. 

Article 2. The polls being declared open, i ballottan for 
town officers, and for “Yes” and for “No” in answer to the 
question, ‘Shall licenses be granted in this town for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors?” then proceeded. 

Article 8. Voted: That the report of the selectmen, 
overseers of poor, school committee, engineers of the fire 
department, and all other officers of the town, be accepted as 
printed. 

Mr. EK. D. Bancroft in behalf fof the committee on new 
fire apparatus, requested that said committee be discharged, 
they having attended to their duties and made their report. 
On motion of Mr. F. W. Pratt it was voted, to accept the re- 
port and discharge the committee. 

Article 4. Voted: That the chair appoint a finance com- 
mittee of nine, who shall retire and recommend a list of ap- 
propriations for the year ensuing. 

The following were appointed by the chair to serve on 
the finance committee :— 

George Otis Draper, KE. A. Darling, Eben D. Bancroft, 
Charles E. Pierce, Clare H. Draper, Howard W. Bracken,

Voted: To accept the report of the above committee as 
read by the chairman, George Otis Draper, and act upon the 
same, as a whole. 

Voted: Unanimously, to raise and appropriate for heat- 
ing, care, teaching, fuel, supplies, textbooks, improvements, 
repairs, and supervision of schools . $14,500 00 
For support of library (exclusive of dog tax) .

Article 5. Voted: That for the purpose of procuring a 
temporary loan to and for the use of the town of Hopedale, in 
anticipation of the taxes of the present municipal year, the 
town treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to borrow 
from time to time, with the approval of the majority of the 
board of selectmen, a sum or sums not exceeding in the ag- 
gregate $30,000.00 (thirty thousand dollars) and to execute 
and deliver the note or notes of the town therefor, payable 
within one year from the time the loan is made. Any debt 
or debts incurred by a loan or loans to the town under this 
vote shall be paid from the said taxes of the present munici- 
pal year. 


Article 6. Voted: To raise and appropriate $50.00 to de- 


fray the expense of Memorial day, said amount to be paid 


to Post 22, G. A, R. 

Article 7. Voted: To allow a discount of two per cent 
on all taxes paid on or before September Ist. 

Article 8. Voted: To turn over to the library the 
money refunded to the town from the county on account of 
dog tax. 

Article 9. Voted: That the collector of taxes be al- 
lowed one half of one per cent for his services. — 
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Article 10. Voted: To authorize the selectmen to take 
charge of all legal proceedings for or against the town. 


Article 11. Voted: That the sum of $500.00 be raised 
and appropriated for supplying water and taking care of 
fountain and grounds presented to the town, by Mrs. Susan 
Preston Draper. 


Article 12. On motion of Mr. George Otis Draper it was 
 yoted: That the “location of fire alarm boxes in the southerly 
part of the town” be referred to a committee composed of the 
selectmen and engineers of the fire department and to be re- 
ported on at a later date. 


Article 13. On motion of Mr. George A. Draper, it was 
voted: That the “location of street lights on South Main 
street” be referred to a committee composed of the selectmen 
and the engineers of the fire department, and to be reported 
on at a later date. 


Article 14. Voted: To place a hydrant at the corner of 
Freedom and Prospect streets, and raise and appropriate 
$40.00 for the same. 

Article 15. Voted: To raise and appropriate $1000.00 
for repairs on the Town House. 


Article 16. Voted that the sum of $19.28 be raised and 
appropriated to refund money collected under Chapter 408 of 
the Acts of 1904, which act has been declared unconstitution- 
al. (This was explained by Mr. E. D. Bancroft as the amount 
collected under this act by the trading stamp business.) 


After hearing the remarks of Rev. F. W. Pratt in regard 
to the mosquito question. It was voted: That it is the sense 
of the meeting that a suggestion be made to the board of 
health that they take such action as is possible in regard to 
abating the mosquito nuisance in Hopedale. 

Voted to close the polls at 1 o’clock p. m. 

Punctually at one o’clock the moderator declared the 
polls closed, the ballots cast were counted by the selectmen,

Voted: To accept the provisions of Section 9 
of Chapter 208 of the Revised Laws, as follows: Whoever in 
a town which accepts the provisions of this section or has ac- 
cepted the corresponding provisions of earlier laws sets a fire 
on land which is not owned or controlled by him and before 
leaving the same neglects to entirely extinguish such fire, or 
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whoever willfully or negligently sets a fire on land which is 
not owned or controlled by him whereby property is endan- 
gered or injured, or whoever willfully or negligently suffers a 
fire upon his own land to escape beyond the limits thereof to 
the injury of another, shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars or by imprisonment in jail for not 
more than one month, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment; and shall also be liable for all damages caused thereby. 
Such fine shall be equally divided between the complainant 
and the town.

TOWN MEETING, NOVEMBER 6, 1906. 


Pursuant to warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in 
town affairs, met at Town Hall, and punctually at 5.45 
o'clock in the forenoon, were called to order by the clerk of 
said town, who read the warrant after which the polls were 
declared open. 


The card of instructions and sample ballots being previ- 
ously posted, the ballot clerks and deputy ballot clerks were 
sworn to the faithful performance of their duty, the official 
ballots delivered by the presiding officer to the ballot clerks 
who receipted therefor.

Article 3. The committee appointed at the March 1906 
town meeting, “to investigate the subject of street lights for 
South Main street” made the following report:— ; 


We have obtained some information regarding two sys- 
tems of stréet lighting either of which might give satisfactory 
results under the conditions as we find them in this part of 
the town. 


In many cities and towns the gasolene burner using the 
Welsbach mantle appear to give good results, and are used 
largely in the outskirts where gas mains and electric service 
have not been extended. We obtained estimates from the 
Globe Gas Light Co., for a minimum of six of their boulevard 
pattern gasolene lamps which would cost about $20.00 each. 
They say they would furnish and maintain six or more of 
these lamps to burn from dusk until midnight at a cost of 
eight cents per light per night, or about $29.20 per light per 
year. 

Taking up the question of incandescent electric lighting 
on a basis of six lights for this same locality, we have a pro- 
position from: the Milford Electric Light Co., to extend their 
wire service from Spindleville, which would be a distance of 
about 1% miles, and would cost about $1000.00 per mile, on 
which we would have to pay interest of about 3100.00 per 
year in addition to the regular price of $22.50 per light per 
year, which we are now paying. This makes the cost per 
light per year about $39.17. The Milford Light Co. make an- 
other proposition, based on a minimum of 15 lights in this sec- 
tion, which they would install and maintain at the regular price 
of $22.50 per light per year. 

In view of the fact that the small number of lights first 
considered might be satisfactory for a time, and that for this 
number the gasolene lamp will be less expensive than the 
electric incandescent lights, we do not feel that it would be 
advisable to install the gasolene lamps. The locating of a 
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small number of lights on South Main street at a distance of 
a mile or two from that part of the town now lighted does 
not seem to be the natural or the best way to extend the sys- 
tem of street lighting. 


While the locating of 15 electric lights would make the 
cost per light the same as now being paid, it would require 
nearly twice this number, placed at 300 feet to properly light 
this street from the Mendon to the Milford town lines. By

The committee appointed at the March 1906 town meeting 
“to investigate the matter of locating fire alarm boxes on+ 
South Main street” made the following report :— 


Your committee finds it difficult to make a close estimate 
of the cost of installing and maintaining one or two fire 
alarm boxes in this southerly part of the town. 


It would necessitate running wires about 14 miles from 
_the nearest point of the present fire alarm service, and placing 
poles to carry the same. The cost of a line of this kind 
would probably be about $1500.00. 


The cost of the fire alarm boxes would be about $125.00 
each. The additional length of line wire and boxes would 
make it necessary to increase the battery equipment and the 
increased cost of maintaining this part of the service would 
be at least $150.00 per year. 


The consideration of the distance and length of time 
that would be required to get any of the fire apparatus to 
this part of the town, and the possibility of calling the appa- 
ratus from the centre of the town for some brush fire that 
might better be handled in some other way, your committee is 
not in favor of placing boxes in this part of the town. By

Draper of a trian- 
gular tract of land situated at the intersection of Adin and 
West Main streets, conveyed or to be conveyed by them to 
the town upon condition that the same be held by the town 
as and for a public park, and that the park commissioners 
be requested to take such action,.if any is necessary, as will 
properly vest the law in the town as a public park. And 
further that the town do accept the gift of said William F. 
Draper, George A. Draper, and Eben S. Draper of the sum 
of fifteen hundred dollars upon condition that the same be 
held by the town and invested, the income thereof to be used 
for the maintenance and care of the aforesaid park land. 

Voted: Toclose the polls at 4.383 o’clock, this being the 
hour of sunset. , 

At 12.40 o’clock, the ballot box which registered 422 was 
opened by Constable Walter F. Durgin, and 422 ballots were 
taken therefrom; the tellers being duly sworn as the law 
directs, counting proceeded. At 3.30 o’clock the ballot box 
which now registered 483 was again opened by Constable Dur- 
gin, and 61 more ballots taken therefrom.

Sxcrion 3. Physicians and midwives shall on or before 
the fifth day of each month report to the clerk of each city or 
town a correct list of all children born therein during the pre- 
ceding month at whose birth they were present, stating the 
date and place of each birth, the name if any, of the child, its 
sex and color, and the name, place of birth, and residence of 
the parents, the maiden name of the mother, and the occupa- 
tion of the father. If the child is illegitimate, the name of, 
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and other facts relating to, the father shall not be stated, ex- 
cept at the request in writing of both father and mother, filed 
with the return. The fee of the physician or midwife shall 
be twenty-five cents for each birth so reported, which shall be 
paid by the city or town where the repert is made, upon pre- 
sentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate from 
the city or town clerk, stating that said births have been 
properly reported to him. A physician or midwife who ne- 
glects to report such list on or before the fifteenth day of the 
month shall for each offence forfeit not more than twenty-five 
dollars. 

Sxotion 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the city or town in which such child is born.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1906. 


As required by provision in Chapter 75 of revised laws of 
1902, Section 49. 


HOUSEHOLDERS TO GIVE NOTICE OF DANGEROUS 
DISEASES. 


A householder who knows that a person in his family or 
house is sick of smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or any 
other infectious or contagious disease dangerous to the public 
health shall forthwith give notice thereof to the board of health 
of the city or town in which he dwells. Upon the death, 
recovery or removal of such person, the householder shall 
disinfect to the satisfaction of the board, such rooms of his 
house and articles therein as, in the opinion of the board, 
have been exposed to infection or contagion. Whoever vio- 
lates the provisions of this section shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than one hundred dollars. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FROM THE STATE BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 


The most careful measures should be taken in all cases 
of contagious diseases to completely isolate the patient from 
the immediate family and visiting friends, and by. thus main- 
taining a strict quarantine, guard as much as is possible from 
further spread of the disease. Lack of care in this respect 
often results in greater anxieties and expense to those con- 
cerned as well as inexcusably involving others. 


All clothing, bed linen, etc., should be thoroughly dis- 
infected during and at the close of every infectious case.

The routine work has been attended to as usual, but we 
find that a recent act of legislature makes it necessary for 
the town to compensate to a certain extent such persons as 
are quarantined by the board of health on account of con- 
tagious disease. 

It has not been customary for this board to have an ap- 
propriation, as the expenses have usually been small and have 
been taken care of in the incidental account. The following 
extract from this law would seem to us to call for an appro- 
priation to cover the probable expense. 


While it is impossible for us to say what expenditure 
may be necessary, we would recommend an appropriation of 
$200 for this purpose. 


Acts oF 1906. 
[CHap, 225.] 
AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR COMPENSATING PERSONS HELD IN QUAR-= 
ANTINE BY ORDER OF BOARDS OF HEALTH. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section forty-two of chapter seventy-five of the Revised 
Laws is hereby amended by adding at the end thereof the fol- 
lowing :—When the board of health of a city or town shall 
deem it necessary in the interest of the public health to re- 
quire a resident wage-earner to remain within such house or 
place, or otherwise to interfere with the following of his em- 
ployment, he shall receive from such city or town during the 
period of his restraint compensation to the extent of three- 
fourths of his regular wages: provided, however, that the 
amount so received shall not exceed two dollars for each 
working day,—so as to read as follows: —Section 42. If a 
disease which is dangerous to the public health breaks out in 
a town, or if a person is infected or lately has been infected 
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with such disease, the board shall immediately provide such 
hospital or place of reception, and such nurses and other as- 
sistance and necessaries, as is judged best for his accommoda- 
tion and for the safety of the inhabitants, which shall be sub- 
ject to the regulations of the board. The board may cause 
any sick or infected person to be removed thereto, if it can 
be done without danger to his health; otherwise the house or 
place in which he remains shall be considered as a hospital, 
and all persons residing in or in any way connected therewith 
shall be subject to the regulations of the board, and, if neces- 
sary, persons in the neighborhood may be removed. When 
the board of health of a city or town shall deem it necessary 
in the interest of the public health to require a resident wage- 
earner to remain within such house or place, or otherwise to 
interfere with the following of his employment, he shall re- 
ceive from such city or town during the period of his restraint 
compensation to the extent of three fourths of his regular 
wages: provided, however, that the amount so received shall 
not exceed two dollars for each working day. [Approved 
April 2, 1906. ' 


Another matter that has been given some attention by your 
board is the mosquito question. At the last March town meet- 
ing it was the expressed opinion that it would be desirable to 


have the board take up this matter, and see what might be- 


done to mitigate this nuisance. There seems to be no ques- 
tion but that this is proper work for this board, and we feel 
that we have been fortunate in securing the assistance and 
advice of Dr. C. E. Browne who has made a special study of 
this subject and whose report we include. We feel that a care- 
ful study of this report will be interesting and helpful in 
furthering this work. 


MOSQUITOES. 


Their Origin and Development; How They 
Transmit Malaria; and How They May 
Be Exterminated. 


BY CHARLES E. BROWNE, PH. D. 


It is a general rule that the growth of civilized life is 
directly proportional to the growth of means for overcoming 
our natural barriers of one kind and another, and our ene- 
mies—insect pests, noxious weeds and shrubs, disease-bear- 
ing germs and bacteria, and injurious animals. Within re- 
cent years a successful campaign has been waged against the 
mosquito, so that now there is no longer any reason why we 
should suffer in patient resignation to these hordes, making 
all out-of-door life unbearable after sundown. 

Aside from the fact of the mosquito as a nuisance, he is 
now universally recognized to be the chief cause in the spread 
of malaria {and yellow fever in tropical countries). This 
fact makes our duty doubly imperative. We should be im- 
pelled also by a third fact: mosquitoes breed in water of va- 
rious degrees of stagnation, poorly drained land, and the 
like, which places in themselves are a menace to the public 
health, but when permanently remedied, raise the value of 
the surrounding country and the land in question, more than 
sufficient, if we take the future into account, to repay the ex- 
pense incurred. 

Impelled by these considerations and results accom- 
plished in other towns, your Board of Health has felt justi- 
fied in taking such initiative steps as would, in a few years, 
at a moderate yearly expenditure, completely efface our prin- 
cipal sources of this pest. But the great need in this under- 
taking is mutual co-operation. To this end the following 
brief outline of facts about mosquitoes; their origin and de- 
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velopment, how they transmit malaria, and the means for 
their extermination, has been prepared. 


Tue ApuLtt Mosauiro. 


Most people are familiar enough with the pugnacious 
and persistent propensities of the mosquito.. But perhaps 
comparatively few are aware that this pestiferous little in- 
sect has a life history well worthy of study. Only a few 
outward features need be noted to distinguish the different 
kinds of mosquitoes and to tell the males from the females. 
The males do not bite, but subsist by sucking the juices of 
plants. Only the females suck the blood of animals and hu- 
man beings. 

Of the some forty different genera (families) of mosqui- 
toes estimated for the whole world, five of these inhabit 
North America. By far the most numerous family of North 
American mosquitoes is our common mosquito, Culex, of thir- 
teen well recognized species (sub-families). The next largest 
family is the malarial mosquito, Anopheles, of three 
species. The family Psorophora, of a single species, is a 
yellowish brown mosquito and’ much larger than any of 
the other families of yellowish or brown mosquitoes. The 
family, Megarhinus, of three species, are also large mosqui- 
toes. They are not common north of the District of Colum- 
bia. The family Aedes, of two species, are among the smallest 
of the mosguitoes. They have a pale, brownish ground color. 

It will be seen from Figures 
1 and 2, that the antenne of 
the female mosquito is cov- 
ered by short, scattering 
hairs. In the male these 
hairs are long and thick, thus 
easily distinguishing the two

ORIGIN AND DEVELOPMENT. 


All mosquitoes lay their eggs and pass the growing 
stages of their lives in water. Mosquito eggs, 0.6 to 0.8 mil- 
limeters long (about ., of an inch) may be found at any 
time in warm weather floating upon the surface of still water 
—in stagnant pools, open drains, uncovered cesspools, rain- 
filled tin cans, rain barrels, tubs and pails, and anywhere 
that water is left standing uncovered for a week or more. If 
these are the eggs of the Culex, they will be found packed 
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on ends closely together, forming a raft. 


Anopheles eggs 


will be found floating separately, but near together.

A single female may lay 
from two hundred to four hun- 
dred eggs ina lot..

vae much easier to detect 
than the Anopheles, whose feeding position—horizontal with, 
but just below the surface film—renders them difficult of detec- 
tion. Under favoring conditions, the duration of the larva 
stage is about seven days. Following the larva stage is the 
much shorter pupa stage. 


Tae Mosquito Pupa. 


This stage is also passed entirely in the water. The young 
mosquito now breathes through two siphons (breathing 
tubes) rising from the back of the thorax instead of through 
a single siphon at the posteria end of the abdomen, as does 
the larva. The pupa can be distinguished by the enlarge- 
ment under the head and thorax, and the upper part of the 
body bending in upon itself. 

Both Anopheles and Culex pup live at the surface, 
where they remain motionless, unless disturbed, waiting for 
the time when, as full-grown mosquitoes, they may escape 
from the pupa skin and leave the water. After 36 to 48 
hours, the pupa skin begins to split along the back until a 
rend is made large enough for the adult mosquito to crawl 
out. This process requires about seven minutes. After a few 
more minutes for unfolding and drying the wings in the outer 
air, the mosquito flies away, leaving his pupa-skin boat still 
floating behind. This time of metamorphosis, or being born 
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into the outer world, is the most critical in the mosquito’s 
life, for should the surface of the water now be disturbed, 
the pupa skin boat would upset, 
and the newly born mosquito 
drown. 


Thus it is seen that the time’ 
required in ordinary conditions 
from the laying of the egg to 
the adult mosquito is from 10 to 
14 days. The average life-time 
of a mosquito is not certainly 
known, but from observed cases 
it would seem that the females

a few days, often eating noth- 
ing and dying immediately after copulation. 

At the approach of cold weather in theautunin the males 
all die, while the fertilized females hibernate in cracks and 
crevices in caves, attics, cellars, barns, ete. Crawling from 
their shelter early in April, if the weather is warm, they lay 
their eggs and then die. 

Estimating on the basis of 100 eggs laid and hatched in a’ 
lot, and allowing a month for a generation, the offspring of a 
single egg hatched early in April, for the whole season, April 
to October, would be 31,250,000,000. Allowing 10 days toa 
generation, about the minimum time under favoring condi- 
tions, and supposing the number of eggs laid and hatched in 
each successive lot to be 200, about half of the maximum 
number, and that half of these eggs, also, produce females, a 
single mosquito would, after 180 days, have given rise to 
2,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 mosqui- 
toes. Dividing by 2, for half or more of all mosquitoes 
hatched may be males, the numbers are still large enough to 
emphasize the importance of beginning early in the search for 
and extermination of wrigglers. 


How Mosgurrors Transmit Mararta. 


The discovery that mosquitoes are the intermediary 
hosts of the germ which causes malaria has led to a wide- 
spread interest in the mosquito and its habits. - Until the 
time of this discovery, malaria, as its name implies, (mal 
=bad; aria=air; hence, bad air) was commonly held to be 
due to air contaminated by decaying organic matter. The fact 
that malarial cases are most numerous where marshes, ponds, 
choked-up brooks, and other stagnant water abounds, had 
led physicians and scientists, for more than 150 years pre- 
viously, to hold that malaria was entirely due to the stag- 
nant water in itself. They believed that water containing de- 
composing matter gave off a peculiar gas or poison, which 
they called “miasm.”” When this poison was inhaled and so 
taken into the system, it was supposed to produce the inter- 
mittent periods of chills and fever, with other general symp- 
toms common to malaria. 

But the last twenty-five years has seen an entire change 
in this point of view. Researches beginning with the dis- 
covery of the malarial parasite in 1880, followed by many 
subsequent discoveries and confirmatious in Southern Europe, 
India, West Africa, Cuba, and many parts of the United 
States; and at present in nearly all parts of the world, have 
now fully established the certainty that malaria is directly 
caused by a parasite finding lodgment in the red blood- 
corpuscles; and that these germs are conveyed to the blood 
of unaffected persons by the bite of a single family of nos- 
quitoes, the Anopheles. 


MALARIAL PARASITES. 


The malarial parasite is a minute, microscopic animal 
composed of a single cell. It passes one stage of its develop- 
ment in the human body and the other in the body of the 
Anopheles mosquito. 

1. A germ-laden Anopheles mosquito (having previous- 
ly bitten a person, suffering from malaria) bites an unaffected 
person, thus depositing in this person’s blood the malarial 
germs, which should more properly be termed “spores.” 
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Each of these spores attacks and enters a red blood-corpuscle. 
Here the spore divides into a large number of other spores 
exactly like the original. In this process the red blood- 
corpuscles are destroyed, and finally rupturing, a new colony 
of spores streams out into the plasma of the blood. Then, this 
now enormously multiplied number of spores attacks, each 
spore for itself an intact, healthy, red blood-corpuscle, enters 
it, divides and sub-divides into many other spores like itself; 
again the almost incalculable hosts of spores stream forth 
from the destroyed red blood-corpuscles, to attack and de- 
stroy still other red blood-corpuscles. This may continue 


indefinitely unless checked by the timely use of quinine, the. 


only known remedy. The periodic breakdown of the af- 
fected red blood-corpuscles and the streaming forth of the 
spores into the blood plasma, and subsequent attack upon in- 
tact corpuscles, produces the corresponding recurrence of 
chills and fever, with other symptoms. These malarial re- 
lapses most commonly occur every other day; very often 
every third day; and occasionally, daily. 

2. When an Anopheles mosquito bites a person thus af- 
fected with malaria, some of the spores in the blood are 
sucked into the stomach of the mosquito. Boring into the 
wall of the mosquito’s stomach, these spores undergo further 
development and enter upon the second stage of their life 
history. Here they give rise, not to other spores like them- 
selves, but to dissimilar, male and female organisms. These 
are the small micro-gametes, the males; and the larger 


macro-gametes, the female forms. These newly produced 


micro- and macro-gametes give rise to the spores with which 
we started. Some of these newly produced spores find their 
way from the stomach wall to the mosquito’s salivary glands. 


When an Anopheles with its salivary glands thus affected 


bites a healthy person, inserting its saliva into the wound, as 
its habit is before sucking the blood, these spores passing 
into the blood attack the red blood-corpuscles as Detares and 
begin again the cycle. 


a —_——_ 
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How Mosauirors May Br ExterMINnaAteD. 


The method of destroying mosquitoes is so practical that 
it should commend itself to all sufferers from the pest. There 
are four general ways of proceeding: one temporary, needing 
to be repeated at regular intervals; and three, permanent. 
(1) Use of petroleum. (2) Draining. (3) Filling. (4) 
Stocking with fish. . 

The use of petroleum, This method, which consists in 
pouring a small quantity of kerosene or crude petroleum 
upon the water where the wrigglers are being bred, is not 
only simple and inexpensive, but very effective. Its efficien- 
cy rests upon the fact that oil does not mix with water, but 
spreads out over its surface equally in all directions, forming 
a film or upper layer of oil. From Figures 5, 6, and 7 it will 
be seen that the mosquito in both larva and pupa stages must 
breathe at the surface by taking in air through its siphons. 
Being unable by its siphons to penetrate this oily film cover- 
ing the surface of the water, its air supply is thus effectually 
shut off, and it must drown. The adult females, too, while 
they are able to walk and stand upon the surface of the water, 
which they must doin depositing their eggs, they are not 
able to stand upon the oil film and are so entangled and 
drown. 

As a general rule about an ounce of kerosene or petrole- 
um to every 15 square feet of surface is quite sufficient. I 
have found that a regular application of the oil once not 
oftener than two weeks nor less often than three weeks 
works excellently. But both the amount of oil and frequency 
of application should be varied somewhat according to condi- 
tions of temperature, rains, high or low water, ete. The ap- 
parently inaccessible places should be especially looked after. 
Some of these are underground drains, cesspools, and man- 
holes of sewers and surface drains. 


How To PerMaNentTLY Destroy Brerpina Praces. 

The advantage of properly draining swampy land, stand- 
ing pools, etc., or filling them in, is so obvious as to require 
no special treatment here. Such work, beside reducing mos- 
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quitoes, usually more than pays for itself in health returns 
and in beautified nature, where before was only an eyesore, 
and this aside from increasing the money value of the land so 
treated and the surrounding country. Not only are clean 
running brooks an essential part of beautified and wholesome 
nature and proof against mosquitoes, but all pools and ponds 
inhabited by fish. Our common varieties, sunfish, perch, 
pickerel, pout, bass, shiners, dace, trout, both frog and toad 
tadpoles, all thrive upon the young mosquito. It is 
only necessary to see that these places are made clean and 
fresh enough to be a home for fish or tadpoles, and, after well 
stocking, to keep the shores cleaned of weeds, brush or other 
barriers making inaccessible retreats for the wrigglers which 
the shore fish cannot reach. 


An investigation of the sources of mosquitoes in Hope- 
dale was made during the past summer. It was found 
that the principal large sources of our mosquitoes are 
along the course of the brook and pond where marshy 
land is formed. The Park on the east side of the pond 
needs special attention. A number of sources of very 
extensive and menacing character were discovered on pri- 
vate property. The malarial mosquito is also breeding in 
fairly large numbers. One of the principal sources of this 
mosquito was found to be the brook leading under the 
public playground of the Park. 


It has been our aim this past season to locate the breed- 
ing places and ascertain the best methods of getting rid of 
the same. While our work has been chiefly in this line we 
have found quite a number of swampy breeding places that 
have been greatly improved and at a very slight expense. 
We feel that conditions can be much improved by expending 
a moderate amount each year, and we would recommend an 
appropriation of $200 for this purpose.

The park commissioners wish to report a most satisfac- 
tory season, the various utilities under their management 
having been used by more citizens than ever before. The 
facilities afforded by the playground have encouraged the 
forming of various athletic teams for baseball, cricket, and 
Association football. The latter team has played with un- 
varying success, defeating the strong Everett team, which 
elaimed the championship of Massachusetts. The field day 
sports were well attended as usual. The tennis courts have 
been liberally patronized, it having been found neccessary to 
build a third dirt court, in view of the popularity of the 
game. The bath house figures show for themselves. They 
are as follows:— 

W hole number baths taken, 3633. 

Females, 505. Largest number one day, 38; smallest 8. 
Males, 3128. Largest number one day, 116; smallest 15. 
Early morning baths, 281. Largest number one day 9, small- 

est 1. 

The woodland section of the property is now visited by 
scores of citizens since the pathway has made the territory 
accessible, The woods are now well filled with game birds 
and squirrels, they being encouraged by food supplied at 
small expense throughout the winter. Our superintendent, 
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who is a deputy fish and game warden, has liberated quail, 
Belgian hares, and pheasants during the year. Several deer 
have been seen in the park grounds within the season. Cer- 
tain animals that prey on more desirable game are destroyed 
in large numbers, the annual slaughter of skunks, foxes, 
musk-rats, and snakes, running into a total of hundreds. | 


The additional improvements during the year, paid out 
of the regular appropriation, include the extra tennis court 
already mentioned, which was put in at an expense of $345.- 
72, the high cost being due to necessitated changes in the 
draining, and the additional filling required. We have also 
built a new band stand at a cost of $828.40, since the former 
stund was temporary in character and unsuitable for further 
use. The band stand incorporates a tool house in the base- 
ment, that has also proved of service as a dressing-room for 
visiting athletic teams; such use, of course, being conditional 
on proper behavior of the parties favored. ! 


The park territory has been enlarged during the year by 
the donation of Messrs. Wm. F., G. A. and Eben S. Draper, of 
a triangular piece of land about an acre in extent, situated at 
the intersection of Adin and West Main streets, to be held 
by the town asa public park, the acceptance being given 
with the understanding that the park commissioners are to 
receive interest on a fund of $1500, also given to the town by 
the above parties, for the purpose of keeping the said land in 
proper condition. The donors, before conveying the territo- 
ry, removed the unsightly bill boards and dump refuse, care. 


fully grading and seeding the entire plot. The improvement 


in the appearance of the town at its main entrance is gratify- 
ing to all citizens. 

The yearly thinning out of the wood lands continues to 
improve the park territory by offering the better trees more 
chance to develop, and making the land more accessible. 

Our superintendent has co-operated with the board of 
health in preventing the breeding of malarial mosquitoes, by 
use of petroleum on many stagnant water pools within the 


town limits. We have done some draining on the park terri- 
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tory itself, to prevent collecting of stagnant water, and have 
also used petroleum in the catch-basins on the playground. 

During the year, the section of park between the play- 
ground and the pond has been materially improved by grad- 
ing and seeding, their being now little left to accomplish in 
the way of improvement at this end of the territory. It will 
be advisable to continue the pathway from the second bridge 
down on the west side of the river to meet Freedom street, at 
an early date. 

We recommend the usual appropriation of $2500 for the 
coming year.

$14,500, same as last year, this to include continuation of 
the kindergarten, transportation of children from South 
Hopedale, and all other school expenses.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE ScHooL CoMMITTEE OF HopEDALE:— 


I herewith present my fifth annual report, which is the 
thirteenth report of the superintendent of schools. 


The most important problems confronting the Hopedale 
school department at present are those caused by the steady 
increase in the school population of the town. This was ap- 
parent at the beginning of the present school year, when fifty 
children were admitted to the first grade. As it was impos- 
sible to secure the best results with a class of beginners of 
this size, the class was divided, one division coming at the 
opening of the morning session, and remaining until the mid- 
dle of the forenoon, when the other division replaced it, and 
remained the rest of the forenoon. Both divisions were 
united for a session of one hour in the afternoon, the work 
being so arranged that the studies requiring close application 
and the constant attention of the teacher were done in the 
morning with the small division, and those which could be 
best done as class work were done in the afternoon. The 
plan has proven most satisfactory, as it has resulted in great- 
er concentration of effort on the part of teacher and pupil. 


While the greatest increase has been in the primary 
grades, the higher ones have not decreased in size, so that 
there will probably be more children to enter the high school 
next year than the building, originally built to accommodate 
fifty pupils, can accommodate. For the past two years, the 
basement has been utilized as a recitation room, and while 
this arrangement has been satisfactory during the warm 
weather, it has been most unsatisfactory on cold days, as it 
was not designed for the purpose. It is evident that in- 
creased accommodations must be provided soon, as the steady 
growth of the registration of the schools makes it evident 
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that the pressure on the building is not a temporary one, but 
a constantly increasing one. 

Another question of importance to Hopedale is the one of 
manual training. The demand for practical education in our 
public schools is stronger now than ever before, and the 
word practical has come to mean that education which ena- 
bles the boy or girl to become a wage earner at the earliest 
possible age. For this purpose the state has already taken 
steps toward the establishment of technical schools, which 
shall take the boys and girls of fourteen years and over, and 
thoroughly teach them a trade. Half of the expense of the 
establishment and maintenance of these schools will be borne 
by the state. In the case of the smaller communities, it is 
suggested that the schools be established in a place easy of 
aceess to the several small towns in the vicinity. These 
schools will give to those children who do not desire a high 
school course, a thorough and practical fit for the trade se- 
lected by the pupil, thereby making him a skilled worker at 
a much earlier age than is possible under the present indus- 
trial conditions. Of course the best preparation that the 
grammar schools can offer for a course of this kind is manual 
training. Not only will it be of the greatest value to the 
child intending to become an artisan, but its value to every 
child is too well recognized to need discussion. Here again 
the question of room is an important one, for at present there 
is not an unoccupied room in the school buildings of Hope- 
dale. 

The subject of medical inspection of our public schools 
was, by the passage of a law by the last legislature, made 
compulsory on all the towns of the commonwealth, so that 
it will be necessary to provide for such inspection at the next 
town meeting. It was in carrying out the provisions of this 
law, that the teachers tested the sight and hearing of the pu- 
pus in all the schools of the town, and I append the results of 
the tests:—

There have been two resignations from the teaching 
force since the last report, Miss Belding and Miss Cristman 
leaving during the calendar year. By a series of transfers, 
but one new teacher was needed, Miss Mary A. Billings, a 
teacher of long and successful experience, being elected to 
the third grade. 

The funds obtained from the Art Exhibition, mentioned 
in last year’s report, have been expended in the beautifying 
of the buildings, five pictures having been placed in as many 
different rooms. 

The statistical report that follows this report requires 
but little comment. In spite of the epidemic of measles that 
the town experienced last year, the per cent of attendance 
was a trifle higher than it was the year before; the tardy 
marks also increased. There was a substantial and most 
gratifying increase in the number of visitors. 

The spirit of fellowship and co-operation among the 
teachers has not diminished during the year, and their loyal- 
ty to the schools and interest in the individual pupil are to be 
commended. Parents and townspeople have been unfailingly 
helpful, and I wish to express my appreciation of the many 
favors received from them, and from the members of the 
committee.

MUSIC TEACHER’S REPORT. 


Mr. Hersert F. Tayror. 
Dear Sir :— 

In compliance with your request I herewith submit my 
annual report. 

It is difficult to write a report of the study of music for 
persons who are not familiar with the method used, to 
understand. 

As has been previously written, “classes vary.” For in- 
stance, one year a high school chorus may be able to sing a 
cantata, selections from the oratorios, or music of a like na- 
ture in a creditable manner; the following year, to attempt 
such a program would result in failure, although teachers and 
pupils may have worked with even more fidelity. 

The teacher judges the progress made by the effort put 
forth, and the spirit of willingness to do the best, although 
that “best” may not be up to the standard. 

This year the school work has, I think, maintained a 
high average of efficiency. There is yet much to be desired 
between our attainment and our ideal. 

The teachers have given their most cordial support, and 
have been ready to follow any suggestions, the pupils have 
_ been attentive and enthusiastic, all of which has been an in- 
spiration to the special teacher. 

During the spring term the pupils of the lower grades 
gave an operetta in Town Hall, which was a decided success. 
The sum netted was used to purchase pictures for the class 
rooms. A cantata “The Wreck of the Hesperus,” was ren- 
dered at the graduation exercises in June. The choruses and 
solos were sung by pupils of the high school. The rendition 
was enjoyable and reflected credit upon the performers. 

In closing, I wish to thank the teachers, the committee, 
and yourself for assistance and encouragement.

Dear Sir:— 

Teachers in drawing throughout the United States are 
kept in touch with each other and with the condition of art 
in the country at large by The School Arts Book. The course 
of drawing for the Hopedale schools is based on the general 
pian outlined each month in this magazine, although changes 
are often made to suit our conditions. The same subjects are 
covered each year, namely, nature drawing, color study, 
model and object drawing, mechanical drawing and design. 

Drawing and history at the high school are correlated 
whenever possible. The art and architecture of historical 
epochs is often enlarged upon in the drawing classes. A 
little has been done in leather tooling, and this has added 
interest to designs as they must be made before being ap- 
plied to the leather. 

Through the efforts of the grade teachers money has 
been raised, and pictures and casts bought to decorate the 
school rooms. 

The general interest of the teachers and the generous 
support from the committee and superintendent have done 
much toward the success of this department the past year.

The trustees wish to impress upon the inhabitants of the 
town that a public library is the proper place in which to de- 
posit any manuscript or printed matter of any kind, whether 
book, pamphlet, report, notice, poster, handbill or newspaper, 
that contains any direet or indirect reference to Hopedale. 
If each citizen will bear this in mind and do his share in the 
matter the library will eventually contain a more complete | 
history of our town than can be made in any other way. 

The trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion 
that will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES... 


The trustees of The Bancroft Memorial Library respect- 
fully submit the twenty-first annual report, and the seventh 
from the new building. 

As regards circulation of books, this has been the most 
successful year in the life of the library, exceeding the high- 
water year 1904 by 297 volumes, making our circulation this 
year 21,461 volumes. Little more than one sixth of the books 
issued were juveniles. More than one fourth of all the books 
circulated were from the newer, one-week fiction. The entire 
per cent of fiction circulated was 72. 

_ Three hundred and forty people have visited the reading 
room on Sunday, to read. The lengthof time each one stayed 
has been noted, and the total is 318 hours 40 minutes, or an 
average of five people using the room every minute of the 
three hours each Sunday that it is open. This count does not 
include those who may have dropped into the library to see 
pictures or the building. Fifty more people visited the read- 
ing room on Sunday in 1905, but the total number of hours 
was less, so that the average number using it all the time was 
only four. This Sunday opening is without extra expense, 
other than lighting, for to warm the building on Sunday costs 
no more than to rush the furnace for extra heat on Monday. 

Visits were made to the schools in the spring, and it was 
ascertained that 62 per cent of the pupils above Grade II. (in 
Grade II. the average age is 84 yrs.) held cards. In the high 
school 64 per cent of its pupils are card-holders. Two classes 
from the high school have visited the library as a whole. To 
the sophomores was given a lesson on reference books to be 
used in connection with the school history work ; to the fresh- 
men a talk on magazines. 

Before the close of the schools in June, reading lists, pre- 
pared by Mr. Taylor, superintendent of schools, were issued 
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to all grades above the first, with pleasing results as to the sort 
of books called for during the summer, and an increase in the 
number of, cards issued. Beginning in October, books have 
been sent at three different times to the school at South Hope- 
dale. ‘The teacher reports them widely used and appreciated. 


More money has been spent for books but less in number: 
added than in 1905, for in 1905 we had 156 by gift against 54 
this year; 434 volumes have been added. Of the 409 new 
titles, 39 have been juvenile, and the rest divided among the 
different classes according to the appended schedule, 


The trustees wish to publicly express their thanks to the 
following people for gifts of books during the year: Miss Fan- 
nie Osgood for nineteen volumes; Miss Maria P. Westcott for 
eighteen volumes; the Misses Patrick for eight volumes ; also 
to Mrs. Abby Ballou Heywood for twenty-two tracts written by 
her father; to Mr. F. J. Dutcher for forty-eight numbers of 
“The Diamond,” 1851-1852, a paper printed in Hopedale, and 
to the heirs of Mrs. 8. Jane Hatch for one hundred seven vol- 
umes and ten pamphlets which she left the Library. 


The Library Art Club has sent us 15 exhibits: New Zea- 
land, Denver and Rio Grande Railroad, Rome No. 1, Famous 
pictures, Three local towns, American parks, Ireland, India, 
Land of Evangeline, Rome No. 2, Venice No. 2, Plymouth 
Venice No. 3, Japan, Norway. 

As in the past two years, an exhibition of amateur pho- 
tography was held the first two weeks in December. This 
third exhibition was even more successful than either of the 
other two. The pictures were hung under the supervision of 
Miss Chute, our teacher of drawing. ‘The exhibit consisted of 
229 mounted photographs and 97 post cards. The library 
was visited during the two weeks of the exhibition by 779, 
people. The exhibitors were Mr. and Mrs. Fred Ball, Mr. - 
Richard Britten, Mr. C. H. Chapman, Mr. J. 8. Henry, Mr. A. 
C. Johnson, Mr. D. Simpson and Mr. L. K. Whiting. 

The trustees accepted with great reluctance the resigna- 
tion of Mrs. George H. Davis as assistant librarian. She had 
served the library with the greatest interest, faithfulness and 
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intelligence for seven years, and her withdrawal is a distinct 
loss to the working force of assistants. 

The walk in front of the fountain has been completed 
this year in a most satisfactory manner, after the plan of Mr. 
Manning, the landscape gardener. _ 

The trustees realize that the successful working of the 
library is largely due to the marked efficiency of the libra- 
rian. She is always ready to assist and advise either in refer- 
ence work or in general reading. She is constantly in touch 
with the national and state organizations, thus bringing to 
the public’ the best, well-tried methods.
